Which Cases

All approved adoption applicants who are requesting adoption information on special needs children
are to be registered with NC Kids upon approval of their pre-placement assessment, unless they are
under consideration at that point for a specific child.

¢ NC Kids will accept registrations only of those adoptive applicants who are requesting special
needs children

The Purpose of the NC KIDS Family Registration is to identify permanent homes for children in foster
care by:

e Maintaining a database of waiting children and waiting families
e To facilitate the identification of permanent homes for waiting children.

Required Timeframes

Agencies should register adoptive applicant with NC Kids after they have conducted an adoptive study,
have assessed the applicant as being potentially suitable adoptive parents for children with special
needs and where no child is readily available to be placed with the family.

How to Use

The agency that approved the adoption applicant or the adoption applicant should submit the NC Kids
Family Registration Form (DSS-1821) and the family’s current pre-placement assessment to for family
registration to:
